J6  UNDERSEA 
EXPEDITIONS 


These  are  excerpts  and  illustrations  from  work 
produced  by  J6  students  following  their  trip  to 
the  Bermuda  Biological  Station  on  March  11th, 
when  they,  together  with  children  from  many 
other  countries,  were  linked  by  Telepresence  to 
Dr.  Robert  Ballard's  Jason  Project  in  the  Sea  of 
Cortez,  off  the  California  Coast.  The  project 
taught  the  student?  ^  bout  the  life  and  work  of 
scientists,  the  ir      ;  ible  advances  in  modern 
communicatici    ichnologies  and  stimulated 
their  interest  aad  imagination. 

I  was  fascinated  by  the  way  they  transmitted 
what  we  heard  and  saw.  Before  the  show  we 
learned  how  the  signals  came  to  Bermuda  from 
the  Sea  of  Cortez  in  Baja,  California.  First, 
underwater  signals  from  Jason,  were  carried  via 
fiber  optics  to  Media  and  then  up  to  the  Laney 
Chouest,  the  research  ship  on  the  surface.  There, 
on  board,  a  satellite  beamed  the  signal  up  to 
another  satellite  which  then  transmitted  it  back 
down  to  Atlanta,  Georgia.  It  was  then  sent  to 
Dallas,  Texas,  up  to  another  satellite  and 
received  by  Cable  and  Wireless  in  Devonshire. 
Due  to  the  hills  in  Bailey's  Bay,  the  microwave 
signals  had  to  be  routed  through  a  small  satellite 
in  Pembroke,  then  finally  fed  to  the  Biological 
Station.  This  whole,  complicated  process  took 
just  1  minute!  This  was  the  part  I  most  enjoyed 
learning  about.

For  the  time  being,  your  sphere  of 
operations  will  be  the  Assembly  Hall, 
which  contains  a  grand  piano  and  in 
which  you  can  take  class  periods.  We  can 
easily  have  a  blackboard  and  anything 
you  want  moved  in  there.  The  new 
building  is  in  course  of  construction, 
and,  after  one  or  two  terms,  we  ought  to 
be  able  to  install  you  in  a  modest  'music 
school'  with  perhaps  a  small  form  room 
and  two  sound-proof  practice  boxes. 
But  you  will  have  to  make  do  for  the 
time  being .  .  .

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We  have  just  heard  that  you  will  be  flying  out  on  the  4th  September,  B.O.A.C. 
Flight  No  671  leaving  London  at  4:30  p.m.  arriving  in  Bermuda  at  6:45  p.m. 
I  shall  be  at  the  airport  to  meet  you. 

(11th  July  1969) 


When  I  arrived  in 
September  1969,  Saltus  was 
indeed  a  very  different  place. 
The  whole  school  was  on  one 
campus,  the  Prep  School 
being  housed  just  above  the 
Junior  School  ramp.  The 
total  student  enrollment 
from  age  5  to  age  16  was  less 
than  400. 

Life  in  the  Senior  School 
was  certainly  rougher  and 
tougher  than  it  is  these  days; 
discipline  was  often  harsh 
and  the  cane  was  used  with 
great  regularity! 

Sport  was  confined  to 
soccer,  rugby  and  cricket  and 
the  whole  school  had  to  turn 
out  twice  a  week  to  play  one 
of  these  options  depending 
on  the  season. 

The  curriculum  was  also 
more  limited:  Economics, 
Business  Studies,  Design  & 
Technology,  Computer 
Studies  and  Technology  were 
still  pipe-dreams.  In  fact,  I 
was  the  first  Music  teacher 
and  a  year  later  an  Art 


specialist  was  appointed. 

Post-Graduate  Year  (or 
rather  Senior  Year  as  it  was 
then  called)  did  not  start 
until  1974  and  even  then 
with  only  six  students.  Girls 
were  admitted  for  the  first 
time  (apart  from  the  few  in

There  are  countless  happy 
memories  of  Saltus:  the  first 
band  Concert,  The  Saltus 
Concert  Society  productions; 
dramatic  productions  such  as 
"Oliver",  "All  the  King's 
Men",  "Fiddler  on  the  Roof", 
"Gunslinger",  "The  Dracula 
Spectacular"  and  "The  Royal 
Hunt  of  the  Sun"  (with 
which  I  was  not  involved  but 
I  was  able  to  be  a  highly 
appreciative  member  of  the 
audience).

Nye  Bevin,  a  famous  British  politician 
of  the  late  1940's  was  once  asked  how 
his  home  town  intended  to  celebrate  the 
opening  of  its  first  ever  public 
swimming  pool.  Bevin  replied  that  the 
one  thing  that  would  not  happen  is  that 
a  swimming  club  (he  actually  referred  to 
them  as  "trained  seals")  be  invited  to 
perform  with  races  etc.  Bevin  was  not 
against  excellence;  what  he  wanted  was 
for  as  many  townsfolk  as  possible  to  use 
the  pool  and  to  enjoy  it. 

This  goes  someway  to  explaining  our 
P.E.  philosophy  at  Saltus.  We  like  to 
hear  of  those  students  who  are 
representing  the  universities  at  sport, 
but  just  as  importantly  we  like  to  hear  of 
those  who  are  involved  in  inter-mural 
sports;  i.e.  those  students  who  were  not 
star  athletes  but  who,  during  their  time 
at  Saltus,  learned  and  played  a  variety  of 
sports  for  recreation  and  enjoyment 
rather  than  competition. 

We  are  constantly  modifying  our 
curriculum  and  facilities  to  help  our 
students  get  the  most  out  of  Physical 
Education  and  Sport.  The  following 
pages  give  an  idea  of  all  that  we  do. 
What  must  be  taken  into  account  is  that 
the  majority  of  the  sports  discussed  here 
are  played  and  coached  outside  the 
school  curriculum. 

The  success  of  such  a  programme 
depends  on  the  help  given  to  us  by 
dedicated  staff  and  the  tremendous 
spirit  and  co-operation  of  the  students. 


INTERSCHOOL  SWIM  MEET 
OCTOBER  6TH,  1992 

Saltus  boys  won  their  16th  consecutive  overall  title  in  the  Interschool  Swim 
Meet  held  on  October  6th,  1992  at  the  BASA  Pool.  Such  was  their  domination 
that  they  won  every  race  in  the  U.13  and  15  &  Over  divisions,  and  won  4  out  of  7 
races  in  the  U.15  division.  William  Massey  dominated  the  U.13  division  with 
four  GOLD  medals,  which  also  produced  three  interschool  records.  Massey  broke 
the  longest  standing  interschool  record,  completing  the  25m  butterfly  in  14.60 
seconds,  breaking  the  old  mark  by  three  tenths  of  a  second.  He  was  also  a  mem- 
ber of  the  record-breaking  relay  teams.  Along  with  teammates  Matthew  Ham- 
mond (backstroke),  Trevor  Nelson  (breaststroke)  and  Stephen  Troake  (freestyle), 
Massey  swam  a  very  fast  butterfly  leg  to  help  his  team  SMASH  the  old  medley 
relay  record,  set  in  1987,  by  almost  four  seconds.  The  same  foursome  beat  the 
freestyle  relay  record  by  3.71  seconds.  Hammond,  Nelson  and  Troake  also  picked 
up  victories  in  their  individual  events,  with  Hammond  breaking  the  eight  year 
old  backstroke  record  by  one  hundredth  of  a  second. 

The  U.15  boys  division  was  dominated  again  this  year  by  Stephen  Fahy  who 
claimed  four  GOLD  medals.  Fahy  swam  to  convincing  victories  in  the  25m  but- 
terfly and  100m  individual  medley,  and  then  teamed  up  with  Trevor  Hedges 
(backstroke),  Nicholas  Van  de  Weg  (breastroke)  and  Johnny  Andrew  (freestyle),  to 
take  golds  in  the  medley  and  freestyle  relays. 

Saltus  continued  to  display  their  dominance  in  the  15  &  Over  division  by  gain- 
ing maximum  points.  Trevor  Ferguson  and  Andrew  Smith  dominated,  winning 
TWO  golds  in  their  individual  events,  and  TWO  golds  in  the  two  relay  events. 
Ferguson  claimed  victory  in  nail-biting  50m  butterfly,  but  won  the  50m  back- 
stroke convincingly.  Smith  easily  won  the  50m  breaststroke  and  100m  individual 
medley.  Ferguson  and  Smith  teamed  up  with  Tim  Furr  and  Chris  Garland  to  win 
the  medley  and  freestyle  relays.  Furr  also  won  the  individual  50m  freestyle  event

This  was  irideed  a  successful  season.  We 
finished  second  in  the  league,  losing  only 
to  Berkeley.

All  of  those  students  have  worked 
hard  to  maintain  the  high  standards  expected  of  the  Programme.

■  choice.  This  achievement  becomes  even  more  significant  when  it 

is  noted  that  applications  to  competitive  schools  have  risen  once 
again,  making  it  increasingly  difficult  to  gain  admission.  It  is 
even  more  satisfying  to  report,  therefore,  that  not  only  have  stu- 
dents been  accepted  but  several  have  also  been  given  substantial 
scholarship  awards  at  a  time  when  budgetary  constraints  have 
forced  many  schools  to  cut  back  in  this  area. 

Post-Graduate  students  have  also  remained  significant  con- 
tributors to  the  corporate  life  of  the  school  and  have  involved 
themselves  enthusiastically  in  numerous  community  activities. 
At  the  annual  Teen  Conference,  David  DeCosta  received  the 
main  award  for  leadership,  whilst  Janice  Maughan  and  Kerry 
Graham  were  commended  for  their  abilities  in  sports  and  leader- 
ship respectively.  Kerry  was  also  selected  by  Rotary  Interna- 
tional to  be  an  Exchange  Student  for  the  coming  year  in  Brazil 
where,  I  am  certain,  she  will  be  a  fine  ambassador  for  Bermuda.  Michelle  Correia  represented  the  island  for  the  second  year 
in  succession  at  the  World  Schools'  Debating  Championships,  held  this  year  in  Calgary,  and  there  was  other  Post-Graduate 
representation  in  such  worthwhile  ventures  as  the  Youth  Parliament  and  Keep  Bermuda  Beautiful.  In  sports,  it  was  good  to 
see  the  PGY  team  offer  a  little  stiffer  resistance  to  the  much  superior  soccer  skills  of  the  staff,  although  that  elusive  victory 
has  yet  to  come.  It  is,  however,  true  to  say  that  without  the  involvement  of  Post-Graduate  students,  many  of  the  Senior  teams 
fielded  by  the  school  would  not  exist.  In  fact,  talking  to  Mr.  Beard,  he  estimates  that  the  involvement  of  this  year's  class  was 
probably  more  significant  than  that  of  any  previous  year  and  he  was  particularly  impressed  with  the  all-round  contribution 
made  on  the  Easter  Tour  to  England.  In  addition  to  representing  the  school,  individuals  were  also  selected  to  play  on  All-Star 
teams  and  to  be  members  of  the  National  Squad  in  a  variety  of  sports. 

Such  individual  achievements  are  certainly  impressive,  yet  it  is  really  the  development  of  a  corporate  spirit  which  we  seek 
to  foster  among  our  students.  In  this  respect,  there  were  two  significant  'firsts'  this  year.  One  was  the  Christmas  dance,  orga- 
nized and  chaperoned  by  PGY  and  attended  by  students  from  Saltus  J6  and  J7,  as  well  as  other  primary  schools.  It  was  a  great 
success,  and  nothing  but  positive  comments  were  heard  from  students,  parents,  and  staff.  The  other  was  the  inaugural  trip  to 
visit  Canadian  universities.  All  of  those  who  went  found  it  to  be  a  worthwhile  and  rewarding  -although  very  tiring-  experi- 
ence, with  universities  in  the  Maritimes,  Quebec  and  Ontario  going  out  of  their  way  to  accommodate  our  group.  For  the  stu- 
dents, it  gave  them  the  opportunity  to  ask  questions  about  admissions  and  other  concerns;  whilst  for  the  parents,  it  opened 
their  eyes  to  what  campus  life  is  really  all  about  (and  they  are  all  still  allowing  their  sons  and  daughters  to  go!).  In  fact,  the 
trip  was  so  successful  that  we  have  been  requested  to  arrange  another  for  next  year's  class  -although  don't  be  surprised  to 
hear  in  the  future  that  if  a  university  trip  becomes  an  annual  event,  more  and  more  Saltus  students  will  be  applying  to 
schools  in  Hawaii,  Fiji,  or  some  other  educational  paradise. 

Nowhere,  however,  was  the  spirit  we  hope  to  develop  more  clearly  seen  than  in  the  months  of  hard  work  which  culminated

The  opening  of  the  revised 
Woodlands  centre  sees  a 
change  in  direction  for  an  old 
established  subject  in  the 
Saltus  curriculum.  Many 
generations  have  passed 
through  the  school  and 
experienced  workshop 
studies  but  the  new 
department  will  give  students 
the  opportunity  to  test  their 
abilities  in  a  wider  range  of 
materials  reflecting  the 
improved  standing  the 
subject  is  at  last  enjoying. 
The  new  building  is  equipped 
to  allow  pupils  to  generate 
their  ideas  on  a  range  of 
media,  including  the  use  of 
computer  assisted  design 
(CAD)  packages,  in  a  very 
pleasant  air  conditioned 
environment,  before  moving 
into  a  large  workshop  area 
with  facilities  to  work  in 
wood,  metal,  acrylic,  and 
eventually  electronics. 

In  order  to  get  the  best  out 
of  pupils  and  setting  alike,  all 
first  and  second  year  pupils 
in  the  senior  school  will 
follow  a  foundation  course 
which  will  give  them  the 
basic  skills  to  work  materials 
to  a  high  standard  alongside 
the  necessary  graphical 
talents  to  develop  and  show 


their  ideas  on  paper  prior  to 
manufacture.  The  essence  of 
the  subject  at  exajmination 
level  is  the  ability  to  problem 
solve.  Not  only  do  pupils 
have  to  produce  a  solution  to 
a  prescribed  situation  but 
they  must  also  be  able  to 
evaluate  their  ideas  and 
suggest  ways  forward. 
Indeed,  at  examination  level 
pupils  must  produce 
documentation  alongside 
their  practical  solution,  each 
of  which  carries  equal  marks. 

The  photographs  on  these 
pages  show  some  of  the 
changes  going  on  in  the 
subject.  The  wooden  toys 
made  in  year  1  teach  basic 
workshop  techniques  while 
covering  energy  and  types  of 
movement  on  the  technology 
front.  Year  2  and  3  projects 
are  accompanied  by  detailed 
folder  work  showing  a  range 
of  ideas  before  making  the 
solutions  shown  here.

Debating  1992-3 

The  autumn  term  at  Saltus 
^  saw  the  revival  of  the  Debating  Club, 

which  met  each  week  and  tackled  a  wide  range  of 
issues,  from  the  more  light-hearted  'Teachers  should  retire 
at  forty"  to  the  more  serious  "Environment  should  be  the 
number  one  priority".  Audience  and  participants  ranged  across  the 
years,  from  first  years  to  PGY  and  it  soon  became  clear  that  Saltus 
students  have  a  natural  talent  for  debate  and  argument. 
In  November,  four  students  took  part  in  the  National  Secondary 
Schools  Debating  Competition  at  The  Bermuda  College.  After  a 
number  of  prepared  and  unprepared  debates  and  excellent  teamwork, 
Rachael  Barritt  and  Michelle  Correia  went  on  to  win  the  final  and  the 
debates  trophy,  closely  supported  by  Meredith  Andrews  and  Tarik 
Smith. 

As  a  result  of  this  success,  Tarik,  Michelle  and  Rachael  were  selected 
to  train  for  the  National  Team,  along  with  students  from  Warwick 
Academy.  As  training  sessions  began  in  earnest,  they  prepared 
debates  on  the  environment,  the  U.N.,  Third  World  debt  and 
population  control.  The  World  Schools'  Debating  Championships, 
held  in  Medicine  Hat,  Alberta,  at  the  end  of  January,  proved  to  be  a 
valuable  and  unforgettable  experience  for  all  three  students.  They 
survived  ten  days  of  stiff  competition  from  older  and  more 
experienced  teams  from  all  over  the  world,  learning  a  great  deal  about 
good  debating  and  forging  friendships  with  the  international  teams  - 
for  which  Tarik  was  awarded  "The  Spirit  of  the  Worlds"  trophy.  Tarik 
is  to  be  commended  for  his  achieving  this  award  and  for  his  luge  run 
at  the  Calgary  Olympic  Stadium,  which  sent  him  hurtling  down  an  icy 
track  at  over  30  km  per  hour! 

Later  on  in  the  year  the  first  year  students  began  to  be  more  actively 
involved  in  debates,  showing  great  enthusiasm  and  confidence.  They 
took  part  in  a  show  debate  at  the  Open  House  in  March  and  enjoyed  a 
friendly  debate  against  Berkeley.  We  hope  to  organize  more  of  these 
inter-school  debates  next  term  building  on  the  skills,  enthusiasm  and 
commitment  which  so  many  students  have  demonstrated  this  year.

Today's  geography  is  more  than  simply  learning 
the  names  of  capital  cities,  mountain  ranges  and 
rivers.  Students  look  at  many  aspects  of  physical, 
human  and  economic  geography  and  they  must 
develop  a  wide  range  of  skills  such  as  map-making 
and  map  interpretation,  the  first  hand  collection  of 
data  in  the  field,  data  analysis  and,  of  course, 
information  technology.  Geography  at  Saltus  often 
extends  outside  the  classroom  environment  and 
students  are  often  unleashed  upon  the  outside 
world!  Over  the  last  year  for  example,  2D  studied 
pedestrian  flow  and  densities  in  Hamilton,  3E 
investigated  the  marine  processes  of  erosion, 
transportation  and  deposition  along  the  South 
Shore,  the  fourth  and  fifth  years  carried  out 
extensive  surveys  on  the  nature  of  the  CBD  in 
Hamilton  and  the  Post  Graduate  Year  geographers 
studied  the  microclimates  in  Bermuda  and  carried 
out  an  investigation  to  see  if  a  road  hierarchy  exists 
in  Hamilton. 

During  the  Open  Day  in  March  students  were 
involved  in  manning  the  computerized  school 
weather  station,  making  contour  models  from 
maps,  simulating  river  flow  and  interrogating 
Bermuda  residents  about  their  vacation  habits!  As 
you  can  see,  geography  is  hardly  a  sedentary 
subject! 
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It  is  always  sad  to  say 
goodbye  to  people  that  you  have 
worked  with  for  a  long  time  and 
this  year,  we  lose  a  major 
contributor  to  the  yearbook  as 
John  Coakley  leaves  Bermuda  to 
take  up  a  new  post  on  a 
different  island-  the  Isle  of 
Wight. 

John  has  been  responsible  for 
the  Junior  section  of  the  Saltus 
yearbook  for  several  years  and 
he  has  always  approached  this 
daunting  task  with  great 
professionalism  and  good 
humour.  He  has  been  a  very  easy 
colleague  to  work  with  and  I 
shall  greatly  miss  his  invaluable 
help  in  putting  together  this 
record  of  the  school  year.
